Notes  on  Varieties 


Among  the  more  popular  varieties  for  timber  and  shade  may  be  noted, 
the  Ash,  Ailanthus,  Basswood,  Box  Elder,  Birch,  Locust,  Maples,  Elms,  Oaks 
and  Catalpas. 

Of  the  nut  bearing  trees,  the  Beech,  Butternut,  Walnut  and  Chestnut 
are  also  especially  valuable  for  timber  and  shade.  The  English  Filberts 
offered  are  of  the  third  generation  from  seed  grown  here  in  latitude  45  degrees 
north  and  the  parent  trees  from  which  these  seedlings  were  produced  with- 
stood the  severe  cold  of  last  winter  without  showing  any  signs  of  injury. 
Every  garden  in  the  north  ought  to  be  supplied  with  some  of  these  hardy 
filberts.  The  bushes  attain  a  height  of  15  to  20  feet,  the  nuts  are  much 
larger  and  finer  than  the  Am  Hazelnut,  and  very  much  more  productive. 

Of  great  value  for  hedges  are  the  Am  Berberry.  English  Hawthorn  and 
Sweet  Brier  Rose.  The  Am  Berberry  is  perhaps  the  most  valuable  of  all  as 
it  is  so  easily  grown,  requires  so  little  care  after  being  established,  makes  a 
perfect  fence,  and  then  the  berries  are  nice  for  jellies,  jams,  etc.  ' 

The  Russian  Mulberry  is  a  hardy  rapid  growing  tree  introduced  from 
Russia  by  the  Mennonite  colonists.  It  has  been  extensively  disseminated 
and  is  very  popular.  It  bears  an  abundance  of  sma'l  berries  resembling  the 
blackberry. 

The  Sycamore — not  especially  valued  for  timber  but  a  tree  of  magnifi- 
cent proportions  and  rich,  clean  foliage.    Highly  prized  for  ornamental  pur 
poses. 

The  Dwarf  Juneberry  is  very  showy  when  loaded  with  its  snow  whi 
blossoms  in  early  spring  and  its  fruit  borne  very  abundantly  in  early  summ 
is  highly  esteemed.

i  Orange  colored  twigs — the  Siberian  Dogwood  with  twigs  of  brilliant  crimson, 
The  Tree  Cranberry — carrying  large  clusters  of  bright  scarlet  berries.  The 
Berberry  and  the  Wahoo- — vying  with  each  other  in  brilliant  display  of  crim- 
son and  scarlet  firuit.  All  are  very  ornamental  and  compensate  in  a  measure 
for  the  absence  of  leaves  and  blossoms -durins:  the  winter  season. 

We  note  among  flowering  trees  and  shrubs,  so  called  on  account  of  their 
showy  and  fragrant  blossoms,  the  Calycanthus  or  sweet  scented  shrub  with 
large  dark  purple  blossoms  of  a  delightful  and  lasting  fragrance.  The  Catal- 
pas  -with  immense  panicles  of  "flowers  showy  and  fragrant  and  lasting  several 
weeks  in  mid  summer.  The  Tree  Cranberry,  the  Dogwoods  and  English 
Hawthorn,  all  with  show}-  white  blossoms  in  early  summer — the  latter  noted 
for  fragrance.  The  Hydrangea  p.  g.  a  very  large  shrub  easily  trained  to 
symmetrical  form,  hardy  everywhere,  commences  flowering  in  August  and  lasts 
till  winter  during  which  time  it  is  a  perfect  mass  of  bloom,  opening  white  and 
afterwards  changing  to  pink.  The  Mt.  Laurel — Kalmia — this  blossoms  early 
in  June  and  forms  a  perfect  mass  of  pink  colored  flowers  which  continue  in 
bloom  about  two  weeks.  A  large  shrub  sometimes  growing  15  to  20  feet 
tall.  The  Black  Locust  and  Ky.  Coffee  tree  with  long  racemes  of  snowy 
white  pea  shaped  flowers  in  early  summer,  the  former  exceedingly  fragrant. 
The  Sweet  Brier  Rose — Eglantine — small  single  blossoms  in  summer,  profuse 
and  fragrant  leaves  also  fragrant.  The  Witch  Hazel  with  yellow  blossoms 
in  late  Autumn — very  sweet  fragrance.  The  extract  of  Witch  Hazel  is  a  fine 
toilet  article  for  the  skin,  also  used  for  soreness  of  the  joints  and  muscles  and 
in  rheumatic  troubles.
